To  Open  Here 
Wednesday 

A world-renowned  American  dra- 
matic classic,  “Our  Town,”  by 
Thornton  Wilder,  will  open  Wednes- 
day on  the  BYU  campus.  Tickets 
are  now  on  sale. 

THE  PLAY  will  run  nightly  at 
8:15  p.m.  except  Tuesdays  and 
Sundays  until  Mar.  12  in  the  Pardoe 
Drama  Theater  of  the  Harris  Fine 
Arts  Center.  Tickets  are  available 
in  the  Harris  Fine  Arts  Ticket  Of- 
fice from  9 a.m.  to  5 p.m.  daily, 
Students  may  present  two  activity 
cards  for  two  tickets. 

“Our  Town”  according  to  the  dir- 
ector, Dr.  Albert  O.  Mitchel,  is  an 
American  play  known  in  such  far- 
off  lands  as  Greece  and  Turkey.  Its 
universal  quality  “Our  Town”  is 
not  just  about  Grover’s  Corners,  N. 
H.,  but  it  is  about  the  people  of 
your  town,  people  of  every  town  in 
every  age,  he  said. 

WILDER  SHOWS  the  intimate 
daily  life  of  small-town  people  as  if 
he  has  a camera  man  dallied  in  for 
a close-up— mothers  p r e p a r ing 
meals,  calling  the  family  to  break- 
fast, stringing  beans,  feeding  the 
chickens— then  he  swings  his  cam- 
era wide  into  space  and  shows  us 
our  world,  our  town,  our  home,  and 
ourselves  in  an  infinite  and  eternal 
perspective,  explained  Mitchell. 


AT  9 P.M.  Saturday  heat  will  be 
shut  off  to  the  entire  campus.  Sam 
Brewster,  director  of  the  BYU  Phy- 
sical Plant  Department,  said  the 
time  is  needed  to  let  the  system 
cool  down,  cut  the  new  boiler  in  on 
the  line,  and  resume  heating. 

During  the  period  the  campus 
buildings  are  expected  to  drop  5 
to  15  degrees  in  temperature.  Thirty 
buildings  affected  most  directly 
will  be  some  residence  halls,  and 
buildings  in  which  church  services 
will  be  held  Sunday  morning.  Nor- 
mal temperatures  are  expected  to 
be  reached  for  the  afternoon  and 
evening  meetings. 

NOT  AFFECTED  are  28  build- 
ings in  Wymount  Terrace,  150 
homes  in  Wyview  Village,  24  Heri- 
tage Halls.  Allen  Hall  and  Amanda 
Knight  Halls  which  are  individually 
heated  on  another  system. 

Mr.  Brewster  said  those  buildings 
in  which  no  meetings  are  held  will 
not  be  reheated  until  all  of  the  oth- 
ers are  back  up  to  normal.  These 
are  the  Smoot  Administration 
Building,  Physical  Plant  Building, 
Library,  Herald  R.  Clark  Build- 
ing, press,  temporary  buildings, 
Fletcher  Engineering  Laboratory 
Building,  Snell  Building,  Maeser 
Building  and  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

THE  NEW  BOILER  is  part  of  the 
expansion  of  the  university’s  heat- 
ing plant  which  serves  high  temp- 
erature water  system.  An  addition 
to  the  heating  plant  has  been  built 
to  house  it  and  a new  150-foot 
smokestack  constructed. 

It  is  one  of  four  boilers  in  the 
plant.  One  is  gas  fired  and  three 
burn  coal.  Several  weeks  will  be 
required  for  adjustments  before  the 
new  unit  will  reach  full  capacity, 
Mr.  Brewster  said. 
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Western  Schools 

The  past  two  weeks  have  seen  a big 
step  taken  in  the  drive  of  universities  in 
the  Rocky  Mountain  area  to  reach  their 
potential. 

This  step  was  the  formal  banding  to- 
gether of  seven  schools  in  a Western  Aca- 
demic Association. 

This  association  will  stimulate  keen 
academic  competition  between  the  schools 
of  the  Western  Athletic  Conference  and 
Utah  State  University,  with  debate  and 
varsity  scholar  teams  vying  against  each 
other  for  top  honors. 

This  competition  can  only  lead  to  high- 
er academic  achievement  among  schools 
belonging  to  the  association.  Just  as  ath- 
letic competition  leads  to  the  recruitment 
of  better  athletes,  academic  competition  will 
draw  better  scholars  to  each  member 
school’s  campus. 

But,  academic  achievement  is  not  the 
only  advantage  to  be  gained  from  the 
Western  Academic  Association.  Eventually, 
a cultural  exchange  will  develop  that  will 
see  the  best  talent  from  each  school  travel-

ing  to  all  other  campuses  to  present  as- 
semblies and  programs. 

The  Association  also  hopes  to  estab- 
lish an  entertainment  circuit,  offering  to 
big-name  entertainers  a package  deal  of 
performing  to  all  seven  schools  in  a single 
circuit.  With  more  than  100,000  students 
enrolled  in  the  seven  universities,  it  should 
hot  be  hard  to  persuade  the  very  best  enter- 
tainers to  make  the  circuit. 

Another  advantage  to  be  gained  from 
the  Association  is  the  establishment  of  a 
central  information  agency  to  provide  public 
relations  for  all  member  schools.  It  seems 
that  schools  in  the  Rocky  Mountain  area 
have  too  long  been  dismissed  as  second-rate 
in  both  academic  and  athletics  by  people 
across  the  nation,  especially  sports-writers. 

This  condition  may  have  once  existed, 
but  the  Rocky  Mountain  schools  have  long 
since  come  of  age  in  academics  and  ath- 
letics. All  these  schools  have  to  do  now  is 
to  show  the  rest  of  the  country  that  this 
is  really  true.

In  the  Feb.  15th  Universe  there 
appeared  an  interesting  letter  re- 
garding a teacher’s  dedication  to 
his  responsibility  of  influencing 
his  students  for  good  through 
genuine  interest  and  friendship 
extending  far  beyond  the  bounds 
of  the  classroom.

WE  ARE  FORTUNATE  to  have 
many  such  dedicated  professors 
on  this  campus,  and  last  semest- 
er’s teacher  evaluation  gave  us 
an  excellent  opportunity  to  make 
comments  which  might  help  them 
improve  their  skill.  At  that  time 
we  were  given  to  understand  that 
the  function  of  these  evaluations 
was  to  help  the  teachers  to  teach 
better,  but,  while  it  was  not  pub- 
licized, it  has  come  through  the 


ubiquitous  grapevine  that  these' 
evaluations  are  to  be  considered 
in  connection  with  teacher’s  sal- 
aries next  year. 

It  is  very  difficult  to  obtain  a 
definite  authoritative  statement- 
only  a vague  comment  that  the 
evaluations  will  be  only  one  a- 
mong  many  factors  to  be  consid- 
ered. I’m  sure  we  all  realize, 
without  asking,  that  they  would 
not  be  the  only  factor,  but  to  use 
them  in  this  manner  at  all  would 
seem  to  be  most  unfair,  as  the 
quality  of  the  evaluations  has  yet 
to  pass  the  test  of  time  and  scruti- 
ny, and  the  teachers  deserve  a 
chance  to  improve  their  own 
methods,  if  there  is  any  criticism, 
before  being  adversely  affected 
by  such  evaluations. 

I BELIEVE  a statement  re- 
garding the  results  and  use  of 
the  evaluations  was  expected  aft- 
er the  semester  break,  but  none 
has  been  forthcoming.  Are  these 
evaluations  being  considered  in 
relation  to  teachers’  salaries?  If 
so,  why  were  we  not  so  informed?

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Touches  On  French  Problem  . . . 


Canadian  Journalist  Stresses  Unity 


“The  French-Canadian  problem 
in  Canada  is  so  intense  that  it  is 
bordering  on  a full-scale  revolu- 
tion.” 


CANADIAN  JOURNALIST,  Mic- 
hael Cope  expressed  these  senti 
ments  to  BYU  students  Thursday 
morning  at  the  weekly  forum  as- 
sembly. 

“Those  six  million  French-Can- 
dians  are  the  only  block  to  Can- 
ada’s complete  nationhood,”  he  de- 


clared. “and  the  French  and  the 
English  are  still  warring  in  Canada. 

AS  THE  ANSWER  to  this  “ex- 
tremely complex  problem”,  Cope 
suggested  as  perhaps  the  only  solu- 
tion, “a  self-  determining  provinc- 
ial government,  almost  completely 
apart  from  the  rest  of  Canada.” 

Cope,  British-born  but  natural- 
ized as  a Canadian,  further  stress- 
ed that  the  United  States  and  Can- 
ada would  become,  as  a necessity, 


totally  inter-dependent  and  that  this 
union  would  be  the  “mightiest  in- 
dustrial and  scientific  union  the 
world  has  ever  known.” 

JABBING  his  forefinger  at  the 
crowd  in  a style  reminiscent  of  the 
late  President  Kennedy,  Cope  made 
a third  major  point  that  Canada’s 
northlands  are  the  “last  horizon.” 

“The  Arctic  regions  are  only  just 
now  being  opened  up,”  he  said, 
and  (students  should)  “go  North.”

Wildcats  and  Sun  Devils  are  not 
ordinarily  the  most  congenial  hosts, 
and  the  Arizona  variety  will  roll 
out  no  welcome  mat  this  weekend. 

THE  BASKETBALL  aggregations 
from  Brigham  Young  University 
and  the  University  of  Utah  depart- 
ed by  plane  Thursday  morning  for 
the  sunny  state,  expecting  a warm 
but  less  than  friendly  reception 
from  their  Western  Athletic  Confer- 
ence rivals. 

BYU  will  invade  the  Tempe  lair 
of  the  Arizona  State  Devils  on  Fri- 
day and  will  duel  the  University  of 


Arizona  ‘Cats  on  Saturday.  Utah 
will  take  on  the  same  two  teams  in 
reverse  order. 

THE  FORTUNES  of  the  two  Utah 
schools  have  taken  almost  a com- 
pletely opposite  trend  from  that  of 
the  Arizona  pair. 

While  the  Cougars  and  Redskins 
have  enjoyed  national  prominence 
in  the  major  polls  with  14-3  and  17-4 
records,  respectively,  the  Southern 
institutions  have  been  fighting  to 
keep  their  heads  above  water. 

THOUGH  Arizona  State  has  only 
a 11-10  mark  and  Arizona  is  at  12-9 
for  the  season,  the  two  casaba 
squads  have  come  up  with  some  big 
upsets. 


Included  among  Arizona  State’s 
• victims  are  Michigan-currently  rat- 
ed the  nation’s  tenth  best— Stanford, 

! Seattle,  and  New  Mexico. 

ARIZONA  HAS  also  downed  New 
Mexico  and  Stanford,  plus  Wyom- 
; ing  and  Texas  Western. 

Both  Arizona  universities,  with 
2-3  records  in  WAC  play  must  win 
their  pair  against  their  northern 
opponents  to  have  any  chance  at 
the  championship. 

IN  JANUARY  the  Cougars  and 
Indians  had  little  difficulty  defeat- 
ing the  Arizona  pair  during  the  lat- 
ters’  invasion  of  the  North. 

However,  the  Arizonians  are  not- 
oriously inhospitable  as  hosts.  In 
! the  1964-65  season  BYU,  the  event- 
; ual  Conference  champion,  lost  one 
I of  its  two  league  games  by  75-73  at 
Tempe.  The  Cougars’  other  loss 
was  to  New  Mexico  at  Albuquerque. 

ARIZONA  GAVE  BYU  a real 
scare  last  season  on  its  home 
boards,  too,  before  bowing  to  the 
Pumas  by  111-102. 

ASU  is  led  by  guard  Freddie 
Lewis,  who  at  one  time  led  WAC 
scorers.  Lewis  is  currently  the 
Devils’  best  shooter  with  a 22.0 
scoring  average.  He  is  followed  by 
Dennis  Hamilton,  16.8;  John  Myers, 
12.3;  Mike  Lange,  7.5;  and  Frank 
Bailey,  4.5. 

THE  WILDCAT  starters  will  like- 
ly be  the  following:  Harvey  Fox 
(14.0),  Mike  Aboud  (8.7),  Bob  Han- 
sen (10.0),  Ted  Pickett  (16.5),  and 
Bob  Spahn  (14.2).

He  received  a doctorate  from  the 
University  of  Colognue  in  1940  and 
studied  with  Marcel  Dupre  in  Paris 
in  1951.

Peter  and  Paul 
Church,  instructor  at  the  State  Ac- 
ademy of  Music  in  Weimar,  chief 
organist  at  St.  Matthew  Church  and 
instructor  at  the  Munich  Academy 
of  Musical  Art,  professor  of  organ 
at  the  Cologne  State  University  of 
Music  and  Conductor  of  the  Colo- 
gne Bach  Society,  professor  at  the 
Berlin-Charlottenburg  Academy  of 
Music,  and  director  of  the  Heils- 
bronnen  Church  in  Berlin-  Schone- 
berg.
